3. Scope of the Review 


The record’ shows that the accused was tried on 10 specifications, of 
which specification 4 embodied 4 sub-specifications and specification & embodied 
3 sub-svecific-tions, ell laid under the charge of unlawfully abusing, mistreat- 
ing and committing other offenses against American Prisoners of Wery:in idis-- 
regarding and filing to discharge his duty as Commander of two Prisoner of War 
Camps, in not controlling and restraining military and civilian sutordinates of 
his command from committing cruel and brutal atrocities on American Prisoners of 
War. ‘ ee 


_ The accused wes found guilty of 8 specifications and not guilty of 2 
specifications. Only the 8 specifications of which the accused was found -uilty 
will be discussed in this review. : 7 ‘ 

> “ The accused was adjudged guilty of beating Captain Wayne C, Liles, an 
American Prisoner of War (sp 2); of permitting military and civilain members of 
hie command to commit atrocities on American Prisoner of War, in taat he 
allowed them to; beat Private Janes H, Smtih and confine him to the gSuardhouse 
withoug adequate food, clothing, heat and sanitary facilities when such was 
required (Sp +a); to beat Private First Cless Robert L. Robinson nd force him 
to frink filthy water throwghte hose placed in his throat and then beat his 

. stom-ch until he yomited, and to drar him by the feeS over the cround and down 
stone steps (Sp 4b);. to beat 16 American Frisoners of War with sticks, clube © 
end belts, to confine them in the guardhouse without clothing in cold weather, 
to burn them with ignited substances and. to expose them while’ naked to the view 
of civilian men, women and children (Sp 4c); to beat numeroue American Frisoners 
of War at the Kamioke Camp, to turn them with imnited substances and to expose 
them during cold weather without clothing (Sp 4a); to best Private James.

War at the FRunatsu Camp by slapping, kicking and beating them wth rifle vad, 
rubber ehoes, clubs and other instrurfents (Sp 5c). : ; 


4. ‘Summary of Bridence 


a. ‘For the Prosecution, The accused was commanding officer Nagoya 
Area Prisoner of Wer Camp 3-B, Funatsu, Gifu, Honslm, Japan, (R 26, 27, Exe 29, 
: 20, 31, 33, 36, 37, 42, 44, 64, 73). As such, on or about 23 July 1945, he 
wrongfully bet. Captain Wiren C. Liles, an American Prisoner of War interned 
at that camp. The menner of beating Gonsis ted of striking him with a belt 
across thé face and a number of times with a piece of sole leather on the face 
and head (xs 42, 73). - 


' The ‘accused was concurrently cementing officer at_ the prisoner of war 
Camp Number 1-D at’Kamioka, Gifu, Honelm, Japan (2 26, 27, Exs 9, 10, 17, 19, 

| vos 23, 24, 38, 46, 47, 57, 58, 61, 63, 65, 67, 74, 28, 79). During his 

r of duty, from about 19 June 1944 to &@ October 1944, Private James H. Smith, 
an ric n Prisoner of War interned there, was picked up about 7 kilomenters 
from where hé was ordered to word. Guards beat him for hours, confined him 
about 111 days in the guardhouse, denied him a change of clothing during this 
tice, and cut his retions in half during the latter third of this confinement 
’ and denied him water with which to wash, except during the last half of his 

fonfinement he was allowed one bucket a week, Secause he was unable to keep 7? 
his teeth clean, his gums became infected end some of his teeth came out. His 
weight dropped from a normal 175 pounds to about-115 pounds. . As a result he 
developed tuberculocis and, even when the Americans got him into the apetiat, 
the Japanese refused him medicel attention (Exe 1, @, 300%). 


In June 1945 at the Kamdoke camp the accused permitted subordinates to 
abuse and torture Private First Class Robert L. Robinson, an Americen internee 
there, who wes accused of trading clothing for cigerettes. Robinson's hands 
were tied over his head to a ladder and he was beaten with» leather cord helt-— 
ing for about a half hour ove® the head, neck, back, legsa nd buttocks until 
he became delirious., When he-slimped water was thrown over him to revive him. 
Kitchen water was forced into his stomach by means of a hose and he was then 
beaten across the stomach until he vomited, 4e was then dragsed feet first down 
stone stops and over cinders about 30 yards to the suardhouse (Exs 1, 13, 17, 23, 312, 
S758, 70, 72)’. . 


_ In May 1945, at a Famioka came, accused permitted subordinates to 
torture and mistreat 16 American internees. Extra quantities of rice were 
found in their rooms, and for this they were severely hesten with bemboo clubs 
end sticks to such extent that meny became unrecognizable, and were olaced in 
the guardhouse over night without clothew in cold weather. The following daz, 
while nude and in the view of civilian men, women ard children, they were 
pleced in a le-ning position and ignited sutstences were placed on the back of 
their necks causing burns. When they slumped to the ground they were im-edistely 
‘kicked (Exs 11, 13, 19, 32, 59, 69).

From Wi 29 May 1944 tc 31 July 1945, accused. permitted nibordihates 

to abuse and torture m:merous American Prisoners of War at the Kamioka camp. 
The practice was to heet these victins with sticks, cluts, swords, belt, picke 
leather and rubber straps and other instruments, ovce the. head, on the face, 
neck, arms, legs, buttocks and hack. On. many occasions they were teaten into 
-unconacivusness, The beatings were executed’ on the slightest pretext, cr even 
without aooarent cause. One prisoner, in placing his hand over a sore on his 
buttocks, to protegt it, received a blow tht broke his arm. At tines as many 
as four or five guards would adririster the “beating on one victim. (2 15, 16, 
17, Bxs 6, 6, 7, 12, 14, 15, 16, 18, 20, 22, 24, 32, 28, 45, Sl, 56, 57, BS, 60, 
6l, 62, 65, 68, 74, 77, "79). Further, during the above neriod at the Kamtoka 
camo, various ignited substances were placed on the necks of prisoners snd 
round their navels, between fitigers, around the waist-line where there was 

a natural friction causing burns on their toiies (Exs 55°6, 7, 10, 16, 21, 22, 
24, 32, 38, 46, 61, €5, 67, 68, 74, 75, 77). Clothing wad renoved from™n merous 
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‘the guards committed many atrocities and tortures on the body of Private James 
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American Prisoners of war, and they were interned and exposed to the cold for long per: 
iods of time. This was a commonp’ace punishment. (Ixs 9, 14, 16, 21, 32, 47, 48, 50, 
57, 63, 65, 75, 77). . 


From about 23 July 1945, to about 6 Angust 1945, at the Capp at Funateu 


S, Mann, an American internee, theat resulted in his death, Mann was ‘accused 
of escaping from camp. However, withesses think Mann, who had been released — 
from the hospital a few days before, suffered a lapse of memory and walked 
away from camp. We was beater for about two hours at camp Headquarters and 
was taken in the made to the guardhouse after suffering severe brusies over 
his entire body. He bled profusely from the hand, ears and mouth and had 
numerous cuts on his arma and legp. He was incarcerated 13 days during which 
time no medical treatment was given him. (Accused refused to allow a British , 
medical officer to treat him), His ration was less then one-quarter of that- 
given other prisoners, He became starved and mentally deranged and died in 
his cell on the 13th day of his confinement (Exs 3, 4, 25, 27, 30, 33, 35, 

37, 39, 44, 52, 54, 55, 66, 71, 73). 


In or about November 1944 guards at the Funateu camp tortured and mis 
treated Private LeRoy rriest who escaped from camp and was captured 24 hours. - 
later. He was given a trial in accused's office, who ordered him imprisoned. 
He was later beaten with sticks and clubs, was taken to the guardhouse naked 
end was forced to atand at_,ttention forthree days and nights. The weather 
was cold and it was snowing, yet every 20 or 40 minutes a guard threw a bucket 
of cold water over him. Subsequent to thie he was kept in the guardhouse for 
seven days on half rations and was allowed only one blanket from 2200 to 0500 
daily. By the llth day he was in such a weakened condition he was barely able 
to crawl in his cell. On that day he was taken to the hospital because gangrene 
hed set in on hie feet. He lost all tut one of his toes as a result of the 
above (R17, Exs 2, 53). : 

At Funsteu camp numerous dmericen Prisoners of War were subjected to 
beatings of various kinds by the entire staff, on the head, face, neck, arme, 
over the Kidneys, with leather belts, sabre belts, cluts, rifle butts, rubber 
tennis shoes, shoe soles and open hands, which resulted inmts throught the 
lip and other carts of the body, bruises, black eyes, tleedings, black and 
Dlue marks and scers. They were burnt with various ignited substances on 
different parts of the body, and were forced to kneel for long periods of time 
on bamboo poles placed under their knee caps while guards jaumpted on the calves 
of thein legs to make the bamboo press in more deeply. They were kicked, placed 
in the guardhouse for long periods of tima without clothing during cold weather 
and cold water poured over them, They were ordered to duty when sick and, when 
under punishment, no medical attention was permitted, It was barely possible 
to live on the "short" rations, yet when a prisoner would escape all rations 
were further cut as a punishment to all (R17, Bxs 3, 4, 27, 28, 29, 34, 37, 
‘Al, 42, 73). ; : 


b. For the Defense. The defense introduced the testimony of Colonel 
Sotaro Muratta who testified that he was Comendant of the Osaka War Prisoner 
Camp, and accused's immediate superior. From December 1942 to l April 1945 
the Komioka camp wes under his supervision and from July 1944 until 1 April 
1945 the Funateu cemp was under his spervision, Thé accused was the Command. 
ing officer of both camps. One his inspection trips he found that ‘American 
Prisoners of War were getting more food than the Japanese soldiers.’ They had 
6 dDlankets per man, which was one more thah the Japanese soldiers had and were 
given ample clothing. He saw no cruelties at either camp. By mistake the 
prisonere were given "KYU", a cauterizing medic>l treatment, for punishment 
rather than for its real purpose. This witness took all the blame for this 
misunderstanding. For using KYU as a punishzent he confined the accused to 
quarte?s for:7 days, ant his non-comniasioned officer for 10 days. The accused 
demonstrated the KYU treatment to the commission and it was observed that the 
skin was burned through on a spot 1/4 inch in tiameter. The accused was an 
honorable, honest man, and the witness instructed him and his non-commissioned 
officer to treat the prisoners fairly, to keep them in good health, and to te 
of good character themselves: The hospital facilities were goog at both ame 
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He nver heard of a prisonér being removed from the hospital when ill and put a 
to work and he wae not informed of any beatings. Practically every request — 
the accused submitted for medical supplies wae granted. There was but little 
heat at the camps (2 97, 112). 


The defense introduced the testimony of Hichyi Otake who testified that 
he was Commandant of the eamps after 6 April 1945 and was accused's immediate 
miperior, 4H. made three taspections and the accused was present. The quarters 
of the internees were not quite as good as those of the Japrese soldiers. The — 
internees were furnished 4 blankets. The food was equal in quality to that 
given the Japanese soldiers and he saw no mistreatment of prisoners, but he 
punished four eivilians for beating priosners and geve the accused “heavy con- 
finement" because of this. The accused. carried out his orders, except that, as 
mentioned above, he permitted his guaris to beat the prieoners (2 112, 119). 


The defense introduced the testimony of Hisgo Testio, President of 
Miteui Mining Co., Itd. e inspected the camp at Kamioka. The food and quarters 
were good. did not hear of or see any cruelties meted out to prisoners sand 
observed no bruises on the prisoners. : He as known the accused 25 years and 
thinks he treated the prisoners as well as he could under the regulations. His 
reputation for honesty and sincerity is good (BR 119-124).

The defense int#oduced testimony of Motashi Koheyashi, who was the head 
of the labor sections of the mine where the prisoners worked. e testified that ' 
he saw no mistreatment of prisoners; each prisoner had 6 blankets, and had 
sufficient clothing, He did not see evidences, in the wey of truises, scars 
etc., that would lead him to believe any prisoners hed been punished by beatings. 
The prisoners had the same clothing as the Japaness® soldiers. (Gloves, cloth 
top, rubber-soled shores and protective helmeh). (8 122-126). 


The defense introduced the testimony of Takushiro Kobyashi, who was in 
Charge of the office at the mine, who testified that he believed the quarters 
of the prisoners were sufficient. He did not see any mistreatment of prisoners 
nor any with cuts or bruises on their bodies. The accused asked the mining 
Company to furnish extra food for the srisoners and the company complied, The 
prisoners got 120 greme more of food per day than the Japanese soldiers, plus 
300 grams the company furnished. The comoany also furnished medical supplies, 
He believed the accused earnestly worked to feed the orisoners (R 126-130). 


The defense introduced the testimony of Masawa Kans-ko, who was connected 
with the labor divisiow of the mine, who testified that he visited the Kamioka 
Camp and saw no mistreatment of prisoners of war, He thought the quarters of 
prisoners were adequate to wtest then from the weather. “e saw prisoners 
taking sun baths. The accused often requested additional supplies (R 124122). 


The defense introduced the testiv-ony of Zango Shibo of the purchasing 
depsrtment of the Mitsui Mining Company, who testified that the accused often 
requested foodstuffs from the company. The prisoners received from 50 % to 80% 
more food than the other people who worked at the mine (R 1272-133), 


The defense produced as a witness Sanzo Tokunage who testified that he 
worked at the Kamioka mine belinging to the Miteui Mining Compary. He never 
saw any cruelties administered to prisoners on the visits he made to the 
Kemioka camp. mot did he ever wee sany fresh wouldes or truises on prisoners. 
Quarters of the prisoners wer4 in buildings sufficient ‘to ward off the weather. 
The food a was prepared for the prisoners appeared ap setizing ani deli@ious 
(2 1334137). 


The defense introduced the testimony of Yoshuo Yanada, superintendant at 
the mine, who testified that the buildings at both camps were sufficient to 
ward off the weather. He saw no cruelties administered the prisoners. / The 

accused treated them kindly and asked for extra supflies from the company 80 
that the prisoners constently got etre foodstuffs (2 137-13¢). 

The defense introduced the testimony of Takao K=nai, Médical doctor at 
the mine who testified that he did not refuse vedic-1 trestreat to orisoners. 
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who appeared to need it. He often cenferred with the 26tors who were prisoners 
and made availble to. prisoners the facilities of the hospital, such as X-ray 
and dental equipment, The mining company furnished the camps with medical 
supplies. The KYU treatment is used extensively in China and Japan; howeved, he 
did not use it on his patients. He did not see any signs of mistreatment of : 


prisoners (RB 139-144),

fhe defense produced as a witness Shuzo Kaneii who testified that he was . 
the Major of Funeteu ani accused wes vice Major. “e had known the accused for 
over 20 years. Accused was a person of high cheracter, dignity end kindness, 
and respected by ell people of the area (R 146). 


Tre defense introduced the testimony of Sukie TIbuki, who testified that 
he was formerly a Lieutenany Generallof the Medical Corps. ¢ had used KYU 
treatment and stated that it ie a method of cure for nervou’ disorders, 
rheumatism, stomach disorders, high bleod pressure, fatigue, strain on the 
shoulders and many’ other ailments. No Japanese army publication prescribed 
the use of KYU ty its personnel. However, because of the great lack of medical 
sucplies, many doctors were using the KyU trea ment (R 146-150). ~ 


The defense introduced the English translation of the Death Certificate 
of Private James Scott Mann, which showed his death, as of 6 August 1945, was 
cgused by heart favlure as a result of Beri Beri (R151, Def Ex A). 


The accused, after h-ving been duly warned of hie rights as a witness, 
elected to testify under oath in hig own behalf (R153). Ye is 47 years old, 
was vice Meyor of Fanateu, a teacher of the public school, is married and has 
three children. He stated that he was camp Commandant of the Kamioka and 
Funateu camps from about 29 May 1944 to cbout 2 September 1945. Defense Exhibit 
B wee introduced into evidence which showed the buildings and locations thereof 
at Kamioka camp (R156 Def Ex FB), The accused testified that at the camp from 
May 1945 to September 1945 in the first group were 150 American prisoners and 
in the second group 194 American prisoners. There were 300 prisoners from 
Holland in the first group, and in the second group 40 officers. Also, there 
were 6 English prisoners of war. ‘Where were 12 guards under his command, 

The American prieonere’ room was heated by bbasiers with charcosl, plus < 

oil drum heaters and a regular stove. The accised spent 90% of his time try- 
ing to get food for the prisoners, and their clothes were better than that. 
which the Japanese had. He did not see any guards teat Frivate Smith, however, 
he was confined to the cuadhouse under Colonel Muratta's orders,annd was not 
stripced of, his clothes. On accused's inspection of the guardhouse Frivate 
Smith appeared to be in sound physicel condition. Be wes given only half 
rations, because that is a custom in the Jacaese army too give half rations. 

to those in confinement. Accused did not hear of any mistreatment given Frivete 
First @lass Rohinson, nor was he ever confined in the guardhouse. He did not 
hesr of 16 American orisoners being mistre-ted or confined. Accused gave 
orders to the suards not to beat or mistreat prisoners; ani he was forced. to 
admonish a civilian gitad, Nagasai, for beating a prisoger with a stick on the. 
buttocks. The defense introduced a sketch of the Fanateu Camp into evidence 

(R 160 Def Ex ©). At the Funateu como there were 153 Américan prisoners and 

204 British prisoners. He did not hear of any beating or mistreating of Frivate 
Mann. However, accused ordered Private Mann into confinemeht because he es- 
caped, and ordered half rations for him in compliance with custom. Accused 

saw him in the guardhouse the morning of 2 August 1945 and he did not appear 

to peed medical attention. Accused did not know 6f any beating administered 
Frivate Priest; however, he ordered him confined for escapinc. Frivate Friest 
had his clothing in the guardhouse. He did not hear of ay instance where he 
was abused or drercdhed with water. On 12! December 1944 Priest complained of 
his feet hurting and was teen from the guardhouse treated by the doctor and 
then taken to his room. He‘finally lost his toes. Accu-ed slapped Captain 
Liles with his hand lightly across the face because the prisoners escaped, and 
apologized in open court for striking a person of higher rank then he. Captain 
Liles face was not bruised or swollen. Colonel *uratta punished accused, after 
the war wae over, for using the YYU treatment. No one else in.camp could order 
prisoners to the guardhouse. Consequently, if Private First Class Robinson 

had been put in the guardhouse accused would have known it. Accused heard that 
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three guerds were investigated for their actions, but accused did not assiet 

~ because he was confined to his quarters ty Colonel Muratta for using KYU en 
the priseners., Accused went to the guardhouse during Private Mann's incarcer- 
ation and alse during Prigate Smith's. Both prisoners looked well and there 
were not bruises evident on them, Priv te Priest's shoes were taken from him 
during confinement in compliance with Japanese regulations. There are no stone 
steps at the Kamioka camp except at the entrance to the clinic and te the . 
ae of the American prisoners; all other stairways are made of loge. 


_ The defense intreduced twe unsigned post cards (% 176 Def Exs 1 &E) which . 
accused received in the mail admonishing him to be more severe with prisoners, 
accusing him of being too kind to prisoners and requesting that he made their 
taske harder. Accused received quite a mimber" of such cards from Japanese 
people. He testified that he treate” prisoners with kindness and warm feeling, 
gave them as much food as pessible. He believes his camp was the only one 
where prisoners were given sake. He raised 73, scres of. vezetables, made char- 
coal, chopped wood in the nearby hills to add to the well-being of vrisoners. 
According te regulations music was to be allowed but onee a week, on Sunday, 
but accused allowed prisoners to have it as often as they desired. As for 
rations he saw the food the prisoners in confinement in the guardhouse were 
receiving. The rice wes pressed firmly together so as it would appear that 
they were getting half rations whereas, to accused's knowledze, they were getting 
full rations. Yhere were people who desired to kill accused for his kindness to 
the prisoners (R 155-180). 


4. Opinion 


The record is legally sufficient to sustain the findings and sentence 
of the commissions. The commission was constituted by proper authority and had 
“Jurisdiction of the accused and the offenses. For the main part, the prosecution 
introduced, over the objections of the diefense, testimony by means of affidavits 
of American officers and soldiers who. were prisoners in the camps at Kamioka and 
Fanatsu and who were in a position to know the facts. 


The testimony, by affidavits, of Captain Liles and Sergeant MeCadoff is 
in egreemant that Captain Liles was severely beaten by the accused because of 
the escape of American prisoners, Likewise, the death of Frivate James Mann, as 
> result of beatings and exposure to cold while mude, and starvation at the 
Camp at Funateu is firmly established by no less thatn 18 affidavite of Anerican 
prisoners of war who were witnesses to the incident. The fact that Priv-te 
First Clags Robinson was severely beaten, given the "water cure", incarcerated 
without clothes and exposed to the cold; and that Frivate Smith was beaten, con- 
fined to the guardhouse without chothing, heat sanitary conditions and bedly 
needed medical attention &t the Kamioka Cemp is esteblis'ed by an overwhelming 
preponderance of the evidence submitted ty the prosecution. Evidence apply whowed 
that at the Funatsu camp Private. Priest was beaten, stripped of his clothing 
and weter poured over them, and exposed to civilan men, women and children 
while nude, placed in the guardhouse on "short" rations, and given other means 
of cruel and sadistic punishment without justification. For.all éf the above 
acts, the accised was rightfully and properly considered as responsible bec use 
he, as Commanding officer of both comps, could not tut have known they were 
occuring. 


ach allecation of the specifications and sub=specificetions thereunder, 
tpon which the accused was found guilty, was mbstantiate’ and eisteined by 
ample and competent evidesce. 


The testimony of the accused admitted that he had struck Captain Liles 
across the face three times lightly; however! the accused and other defenee 
witnesses contested the other allegations nade against the accused. .The 
commission, in weighing all of the evidence, correctly found the accused guilty. 

“A careful serutiny of the entire record fails to reveal any error which in- 
juriously affected the substantial righte of the accused, or any failure to 
accord him a fair trial 48 every respect. There is no evidence that accused 
was not sane at the time the alleged acts were com-itted and at the time of 
trial, 
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5. Recemmendatieons ' 

There are no petitions or letters of clemency by any wander of the 
cemmission. However, there are letters requesting clemency frem the accused, 
hie wife, son, Mother and Father and other letters bearing over 1,700 signatvres, i 
plus the number who signed as associations, students, etc. The letters general~ : 
dy state that accused was a gentle and warm-hearted person, one who was held 
high in esteem in his community and one who is needed to help democratize Japan... 
These letters have been considered, 


The commission sentenced the accused to confinement at had labor for the 
term of his natural life. The sentence is legal. : ; 


Bespite the fact that witnesses for the accused testified that accused 
had a general reputation for kindness and gentlemenss among his friends and . 
eCquaintances, the sadistic acts which he was found guilty of committing . 
preclude any recommendation fer the extension of clemency to him, It is there. 
for recommended that the sentence be. aporoved. The Sugamo Prison, Tokyo, Honsht, 
Japan is the appropriate place of confinement,
